Austria-Hungary and Turkey have 
informed Germany that they will ac- 
cept President Wilson’s peace terms, 
according to a dispatch to the Central 
News from Amsterdam. 


Turkish Offer Not Yet Received. 

Washington, October 11.— Proposals 
of peace on the part of Turkey reported 
in London dispatches had not been re- 
ceived in Washington tonight. State 
department officials expressed interest 
in the reported move by the Turkish 
government, but stated positively that 
no proposal had reached them. 

At the Spanish embassy, which has 
charge of Turkish affairs in the United 
States, and through which any peace 
proposal from Constantinople undoubt- 
edly would be transmitted, it was said 
no intimation had come from Madrid 
that a communication of this nature 
might be expected. 

Definite peace proposals by Turkey 
would oceasion little surprise in official 
circles here, however. It was announc- 
ed that Turkey was to dispatch a note 
similar to that sent by Germany and 
Austria-Hungary and in view of the 
fact that none has been received, there 
has been a feeling in some quarters 
for several days that a very definite 
appeal might be forthcoming soon. 

Acceptance by Austria-Hungary and 
Turkey of President Wilson’s terms re- 
ported in an Amsterdam dispatch, also 
would not be surprising, it was sald. 


-<Conditions in both countries are known 


to’ be favorable to the ending of the 
war at the earliest possible moment. 
Next Move of Germany. 

The next move of the German chan- 
cellor is being awaited by officials here 
with equanimity. This feeling is inten- 
sified because there is not the slightest 
intention to slacken the tremendous 
general offensive of the entente and 
American forces, which is progressing 
so rapidly and successfully that every 
day’s delay on the part of the German 
government brings nearer its involun- 
tary compliance with the conditions laid 
down by President Wilson that German 
soldiers must be withdrawn from occu- 
pied territory before there can be any 
discussion of peace Apart from the

steamer Kashmir.

Three hundred and one men were 
taken to Belfast by the British destroy- 
er Mounsey, the only vessel which made 
an attempt at rescue in the terrific 
gale when the Kashmir, another vessel 
in the convoy with the Otranto, ram- 
med the Otranto amidships. 

Seventeen men were picked up 
on the Scottish coast. 

Of the 699 American soldiers on board 
the Otranto, 310 were landed. Seven- 
teen were rescued alive at Islay, leav- 
ing 372 unaccounted for.

All along the battle front the allied 
troops are advancing. From the south 
of Douai to the east of Laon‘the enemv 
everywhere is giving ground eastward. | 
The famous Chemin des Dames, the 
ridge which the Germans had believed 
to be an insuperable barrier to an ad- 
vance northward from Soissons, is he- 
ing evacuated, while in Champagne 
and along the Meuse river farther east- 
ward the Irench and American troops 
are pushing further forward north- 
ward their lines in the great converg- 
ing movement which is fast driving 
the enemy from Belgium and the great- 
er portion of invaded France toward 
his own borders. . 


GERMANS LEAVING 
ST. GOBAIN BASTION. 


Douai now is completely outflanked 
by the latest operations of the British, 
while between Cambrai and St. Quen- 
tin the British and Americans are still 
chasing the enemy. To the south of 
St. Quentin the French over a wide 
front have crossed the Oise river, and 
in conjunction with the retirement of 
the enemy from the Chemin’des Dames, 
are forcing the Germans to give up the 
great St. Gobain forest, the bastion at 
the bend the line, where it turns 
eastward and also the stronghold of 
Laon, the keystone of the entire south- 
ern German line. 

While freagn the war maps it would 
appear to the casual observer that the 
(zsermans in this bend of the elbow are 
likely to eut off, it seems more 
probable that they will be able to use 
the railways and high roads leading in 
all directions from Laon, like the main 
branches of a spider’s web, and effect 
their escape without great losses in 
prisoners. Nevertheless the retrograde 
movement here of necessity must have 
a strong bearing on the stability of

Professor Gravenitz, in The Vos- 
sische Zeitung, reviews the events 
which gradually alienated the United 
States from Germany while President 
Wilson was trying to bring about peace, 
bAs efforts, however, being nullified by 
the German military party. 

“Today,” the professor concludes, “we 
have a government strong enough to 
assert its will for peace and it is again 
the president’s turn.” 

The Socialist Vorwaerts prints an ar- 
ticle seeking to show that the German 
people have confidence in President Wil- 
son’s ideals and sense of justice. 
GERMANS MISLED, 

SAYS BERNHARD. 

Copenhagen, October 11.—George 
Bernhard, writing in The Berlin Vos- 
sische Zeitung, says that the submarine 
warfare would never have been’ pro- 
claimed if the German people had not 
been deceived and misled, Discussing 
the peace steps taken at Washington 
in 1916 and 1917, the writer says: 

“If we had known that President 
Wilson had been continually requested 
to act as peace mediator and even that 
specified conditions had been submit- 
ted, our action would have been differ- 
ent. Had we known that at the moment 
unrestricted submarine warfare was de- 
clared President Wilson had agreed to 
accept the role of mediator, tne Ger- 
man people, in the great majority, 
would never have tolerated a policy 
which brought upon them the reputa- 
tiom of being double-tongued.” 

All this, says Bernhard, goes far to- 
ward making President Wilson’s sharp 
words understandable. 

“It also explains Ambassador Gerard’s 
unmeasured speech, when one recalls 
that the German government permitted 
him to make a friendly address in the 
presence of high officials at the very

LIEUT. ERWIN DROPS 
FIFTH ENEMY PLANE 
AND BECOMES “ACE” 


With the American Forces Northwest 
of Verdun, October 11.—(Bvy the Asso- 
cated Wress.)—The latest American ace 
is Lieutenant William Erwin, who, 
though an observer and, therefore, not 
supposed to engage in fighting, has 
downed his fifth German airplane. 
Lieutenant Erwin was mentioned in 
army orders which have been read to 
all the aviation units, for his latest 
performance. 

‘The lieutenant was on an observa- 
tion trip with Lieutenant Esterbrook, 
Who also was cited, when he met an 
enemy plane and forced it to retire. 
A moment later he met three Germans 
over Varennes, broke up the forma- 
tion and forced it to retire. Then he 
ran into two more German machines 
directing infantry liaison and finally a 
biplane over Sbommerance. Lieutenant 
Erwin wounded or killed the observer 
of the biplane and then Esterbrook 
closed with the plane. It crashed down. 

Returning to his observing mission, 
Lieutenant Erwin carried it out suc- 
cessfully, but on his return met a single 
Halberstadt, which he drove into flight. 

Of his five victories Lieutenant br- 
wjn gained one in the St. Mihiel fight- 
ing and the other four during the pres- 
ent actions northwest of Verdun. All 
five have been officially confirmed. It 
has become a habit with Lieutenant 
Erwin to engage as many enemy planes 
as possible in conjunction with his daily 
observation work.

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SAVING FOOD. 

A “food drive’ is to be conducted 
throughout this country during the week of 
October 28-November 2, the announced pur- 
pose of which is to drive home to American 
people the fact that, regardless of what we 
as a people have done in the way of food 
conservation, more and much more must be 
done. 3 

The food administration is primarily 
back of the “food drive” enterprise, and co- 
operation in it is bespoken upon the part 
of every official, civic, humanitarian or 
purely patriotic organization and every lib- 
erty-loving citizen of the land. 

Prior to this war America was univer- 
sally regarded—and admittedly with ample 
grounds—as the most wasteful nation in the 
world. Since the war came upon us we 
have made wonderful improvement in this 
regard, and we have recorded remarkable 
progress in the way of conservation, espe- 
cially in foodstuffs. But we still have a 
long way to go before we attain the stand- 
ard of almost any other nation on earth 
even under pre-war conditions, and the food- 
stuffs we still are wasting daily without 
realizing it would be a literal godsend to 
millions upon millions of poor unfortunates 
in various parts of war-razed Europe where, 
in the language of Mr. Hoover, “deaths from 
famine probably will exceed the deaths at 
the front!” 

it is reliably estimated that from 40 to 50 
per cent of all of the potatoes raised in this 
country are wasted—wasted somewhere be- 
tween the field and the kitchen. 


Think of what use the starving Belgians 
could make of that wasted surplus! 

And potatoes form only one item of our 
vegetable food commodities. The wastage 
of bears, peas, root crops of all varieties 
aggregates hundreds of tons daily. 

Waste is never, under any circumstances, 
justifiable; but waste here while. people 
elsewhere are literally starving is nothing 
short of criminal. 

Most of it is due of course to thought- 
lessness, and the fundamental purpose of 
the proposed “food drive” campaign is to 
teach our people further lessons, not only 
in the need for saving, but also in how to 
avoid food wastage. 

Much good should come of it. We have 
made a fair beginning in the right direction. 
We have learned how to ‘use certain sub- 
stitutes for standard foods so as to consume 
more of the perishable varieties at home, 
leaving more of the staples for transporta- 
tion abroad; but we have really not even 
-begun to practice self-denial—we have not 
even begtin to experience the full meaning 
of the term! 

We must come to it if the war continues 
much longer. In any event we might as 
well begin now to realize that even when 
peace comes it wil] find Europe in large 
part incapable of rationing itself, and au- 
thorities are agreed that that continent wil] 
have to look principally to America for its 


food staples for probably ten years to come.

LEAVE CLOCKS AS THEY ARE. 

-In the matter of setting the clocks of the 
country back to where they were before 
the daylight saving law went into effect last 
spring, there is an unmistakable and in- 
creasing sentiment in favor of letting well 
enough alone. 

This sentiment has been given expres- 
sion in a bill, which last Thursday was 
passed by the senate, providing that the 
daylight saving law stand effective until 
rescinded by congress. 

The law enacted last spring provided that 
the hands of the clock be moved ahead one 
hour the nation over, to remain so until 
October 27, then to be put back one hour. 

It was originally intended solely as a 
fuel-saving measure, and as suth it has been 
more than justified by practice. But it°has 
done much re than to save light and fuel. 
It has wefked wonders in the way of in- 
creasing ‘food | production-——notably in the

nation’s ‘war gardens’—and in conserving 


and building health and physical and mental 
vigor. It has Caused the workers, the 
students, the thinkers of the country to re- 
tire earlier at night and rise earlier—by the 
sun—in the morning, thus to go about their 
daily tasks during the cool, “fresh” hours 
of the morning, when both the brain and 
the muscle is at its best. 

While the new order was an innovation 
in the United States, it was not experi- 
mental in a world sense, for ours was per- 
haps the last of the belligerent nations to 
adopt it; and not one of the countries in 
whfth it has been tried has discarded it in 
favor of the old system and none of them 
has expressed an inclination to do go even 
after the war. 

We have become accustomed to the 
“hour-earlier” plan, and so long as it re- 
mains s0 eminently satisfactory as it is, 
why change it?

Naturally, when people got to know Eu- 
gene, they “adopted” him right and left 
right off the reel. But when he began to 
show what he could do in writing and speak- 
ing the language of his father’s native land, 
as well as the language of the Jand of his 
birth and upbringing, they found he was 
more than a mascot. In short, Eugene is a 
mighty useful citizen. 

Another Lebrun Arrives. 

Along about last December another trans- 
port landed in France. It brought over still 
another Lebrun (also born in France) named 
Louis, a private in the Infantry. And as 
soon as Louis could get leave, and get the 
general (he had to go that far) to fix it so 
he might make Tours in&tead of Aix-les- 
Bains, he made tracks to clinch his father 
and kid brother for the first reunion they 
had had in four years.

They do 
no useful work, but they have to bé carried 
around and kept warm and fed and watered 
the same as good patriotic tissue cells. 

Recently when I suggested a rationing 
system based on individual weight, taxing 
the fat man’s ration to subsidize the under- 
nourished individual, some fat reader filed 
a very angry protest with the editors—but 
the protest was unsigned, so nobody took it 
seriously. 

To judge the capacity of your appetite by 
the appetite of your neighbor is a great mis- 
take, for you fail to consider the neighbor's 
mental or physical activities, which may purn 
up much more pabulum than you are burning 
day by day. Skinny folks, as a rule, are 
active, restless, nervous, busy creatures, even 
when they have nothing to do till tomorrow. 
Fat folks are generally lying about some- 
where or sitting. They have a constitutional] 
antipathy to unnecessary physical or mental 
exertion, quite the opposite to skinny folks. 
This amounts to an accusation of laziness, I 
suppose. Well, let it go. Fat folks ARE 
lazy, take them by and large. 


Look at the experience of recruits in the 
army. The fat boys soon begin to. train 
down to reasonable proportions, while the 
skinny lads put on considerable weight, all 
on a fair ration for an active man. 


If you are too fat you eat too much, no 
matter how little you believe you eat. There 
are just two ways to readjust yourself. You 
can go on eating the same amount, but take 
enough more exercise to burn up the excess; 
or you can take no more exercise, but cut 
your ration down to a normal maintenance 
ration.

GREAT CONFERENCE 
ON WAR INDUSTRIES 
AT CAPITOL OCT. 14 


Robert KR. Otis, chairman of the Atlanta 
division of Region No. 12 of the resources and 
conversions section of the war industries 
board has returned to Washington, where the 
government has called a meeting on October 
14 of all the officials of the organization all 
over the country. Edward H. Inman, the 
regional adviser of the southeast, is already 
in Washington, and it is probable that 
Thomas K. the regional chairman, 
will this meeting, which igs of nation- 
wide importance to the manufacturers of the 
United States. 

“If our soldiers should cease to fire a gun 
in France tomorrow, it would not mean that 
the production of war materials would stop 
immediately, but there would probably be a 
demand for about three times as much ma- 
terial,” stated Mr. Otis Thursday afternoon. 
“For, when peace is declared, the work af 
reconstruction will begin: but at the present 
time the government is still preparing for tha 
war to last for many months to come,” ja 
asserted. “‘While the manufacture of guns and 
ammunition would be lessened if our armies 
stopped fighting, the building of the mer- 
chant marine would continue.” 

With this in view, after recent conferences 
the government de- 
Mr. Otis again warned the local 
manufacturers to plan their production for 
the next year, at least, on a war basis, or the 
entire southeast would suffer. Manufacturers 
of non-essential products are advised to be- 
gin to convert their plants in order to pro. 
the war materials by Mr. Otis, who 
stated that each day more and more re- 
strictions and curtailments are being placed 
on the production of commodities that are 
not necessary for the upkeep of the Amerie- 
can army and navy.

Influenza Conditions in At- 


lanta Much Better Than in 
_Many Other Cities, Re-: 


ports Dr. J. P. Kennedy. 


“There has not been any marked 
change in the influenza situation,” Dr. 
J, P. Kennedy, city health officer, said 
Friday. “I feel that we are very fortu- 
nate here in having so much better 
conditions than exist in many other 
cities. Of course, we have our hands 
full handling the present situation, but 
efforts at prevention so far seem to 
have been very. successful.” 

Dr. Kennedy had just finished an- 
swering a call on the telephone regard- 
ing sending some nurses to Conyers, 
Ga. “We have no nurses to spare in 
Atlanta,” he said. “The demand for 
extras at Camp Gordon and in some 
private homes has taken our surplus 
supply.” 

Welfare nurses are visiting the homes 
of the sick in the city under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Kennedy, and giving any 
relief they can in admiistering medi- 
cine, preparing food or offering sug- 
gestions. One nurse told of calling at 
a house where father and mother and 
four children were all sick with the 
influenza. What they most needed, 
however, was something to eat, so the 


visitor cooked a wholesome dinner for 
the family. These nurses are at the 
@ervice of those who need special 
emergency aid for a few hours. 


Must Make Reports. 


Physicians reported 150 cases of influ- 
enza between Thursday morning and 
Friday morning, and about 20 during 
the afternoon, but these cannot be con- 
sidered all new cases, for Dr. Kennedy 
states that doctors have neglected to 
send in names of influenza patients. He 
is now asking every physician to ac- 
curately report every new case every 
day, as this is the only way the dis- 
ease can be kept under control. Any 


physician who fails to give in such a 


report is not only failing in his patri- 


otic duty, but is placing himself liable 


to penalty for violation of a federal reg- 
ulation. 

There were five deaths reported be- 
tween Thursday and Friday mornings 
from influenza, mostly from the col- 
ored sections. Dr. 


Kennedy did not 


feel that this indicated a change for 


the worse, although it is the largest 
number of deaths reported from this 
cause in a single day up to this time. 
Some of these are patients who have 
been ill for some time, and a certain 
number of fatalities are inevitable when 
any disease is prevalent. Dr. Kennedy 
algo stated that there is a tendency 
now, no matter what the former con- 
dition of a patient, to diagnose any 
illness resulting in death as influenza. 
Dr. Kennedy said he had talked to 
two or thrée physicians who had re- 


ported that they saw fewer cases of 


influenza on Friday than on the two 
previous days. This is an unofficial 
way of arriving at the conclusion that 
the status of the disease here is im- 
proved somewhat. The city officials are 
doing everything they can to dispose of 
the wen altogether as speedily as 
possible. 


Spanish “Fin” Bulletin. 


Rupert Blue, surgeon general of the 
United States public health service, has 
issued a bulletin on ‘Spanish Influen- 
za,” “Three-Day Fever,” or “The Flu,” 
in which he gives some valuable infor- 
mation about the disease which is caus- 
ing 80 many deaths throughout the 
country, and is crippling business to a 


very great extent.

New York, October 11.—Reports of 
increased southern offering and im- 
proving crop prospects were accom- 
panied by further declines in the cot- 
ton market during the earlier part of 
the past week.

pulled from the great hole in the side 
of the Otranto, the water rushed in, 
but for a time it did not serve to stop 
the engines. The Otranto tried to pro- 
ceed, but made no headway against 
the gale in her crippled condition. 
Within a short time the water put 
out her fires and thé Otranto drifted 
helplessly toward the rock coast of 
Islay Island, where most of the Tus- 
cania victims met their deaths. 
Thirty minutes after the crash the 
British destroyer Mounsey, herself 
damaged by the heavy seas, appeared 
out of the haze in answer to the dis- 
tress calls of the Otranto. When the 
destroyer maneuvered to get alongside 
Captain Davidson, of the Otranto, 
warned Lieutenant Craven, command- 
ing the destroyer, not to make the at- 
tempt. | 
When it was seen that Craven would 
make the attempt anyway the men 
were ordered to remove their shoes 
and heavy clothing and try to save 
themselves as best they could. 
The destroyer stood off about 100 


feet and then gradually came nearer, , 


against the great odds of high waves 
and the wind, which threatened mo- 
mentarily to carry her entirely away 
from the Otranto or dash her to pieces 
against the side of the wounded vessel. 
Struck Rocks Sunday Night. 

The Otranto struck the rocks Sunday 
night south of Saligo bay, Islay island, 
an uninhabited section where the coast 
line in many places rises straight out 
of the water to the rocky peaks many 
feet above. 

As the destroyer neared the side of 
the Otranto the men began to jump 
from 30 to 40 feet from her decks. 
The mose experienced sailors of the 
crew of the steamer had better suc- 
cess than the soldiers, many of whom 
bad never seen the sea until this trip. 

As the destroyer steered toward the 
side of the steamer many of the men 
leaped too quickly and missed their 
reckoning and dropped between the 
boats. Some of these disappeared in 
the water, but others of them were 
caught and crushed to death between 
the boats and the lifeboats which had 
been lowered to act as buffers. The 
destroyer was badly shattered. 

The captain of the destroyer, each 
time it was brushed away from thé 
side of the Otrante, again would push 
near enough for many more men to 
jump to the deck of his vessel. He 
described as a veritable rain the num- 
ber of men landing on the destroyer. 

Many of those who reached the decks 
of the vessel suffered broken bones or 
otherwise were hurt. Those who missed 
the deck of the destroyer went to al- 
most instant death. 

Four times the battered destroyer 
came alongside, and each time the pre- 
vious scenes were repeated. At the 


end of the fourth trip she had 3190 
Americans, 236 of the crew, 30 French 
sailors and one British officer on board. 
The boat was full, and, having done all 
possible, she started for port. 

The survivors saw the Otranto drift- 
ing helplessly toward the rocks as they 
pulled away toward the Irish coast. 
The destroyer barely had time to senda 
brief meggage when her wireless was 
carried away. The little overloaded 
vessel had a rough trip to port. 

Soldiers at Attention, 


One of the American soldiers on board 
the Otranto pictured the scene when 
the vessels collided. Soldiers lined the 
decks as though on parade, and at the 


word of command stood at attention, 


like statues. They never wavered, re- 
maining there in military formation, 
exemplifying during the crisis the no- 
blest traditions of the army for heroism 
and discipline. The same thing, said 
the soldier, applied to the seamen. 

Numbers of bodies today were be- 
ing washed up rapidly on the shore. 
It was reported that 175 had been 
counted at noon and nearly all of them 
had been identified. 

A seaman on the Otranto described 
the mosttragic momentof the disaster 
as that when the order came for the 
men to jump and save themselves. The 
destroyer looked a very small boat 
alongside the former Orient liner and 
many landsmen among the American 
troops thought themselves _ safer 
aboard the larger vessel. This was 
fatal to many of them. 

The victims are to be collected at 
the most suitable place and buried 
there. A bout left , Liverpool today 
with material for coffins, fifty la- 
borers and carpenters and chaplains to 
conduct the funeral. The grave of 
every man will be marked and charted. 

There were few cases among dead 
where identification was delayed. 
Every man had worn an identification 
tag on his wrist or neck, but in some 
instances these were torn off and it 
Was necessary to take finger prints of 
the men. 

Heavy “¥" Man Saved. 


An instance of the many rescues by 
the Mounsey was that of T. L. Camp- 
bell, a Memphis lawyer and seéretary 
of the Y. ‘Se, + .

A 


huge wave struck a crowd of about 


eighteen privates on the afterdeck and 


a dozen ‘of them were swept into the 


sea to sure death, as it was impossible 


to save persons from waves running 


sixty to seventy feet high.”

mony of the chief quartermaster, 
George S. Tapply, who reported at the 
department today: 

“The attack occurred at 5:20 a. m,, 
September 30. The weather was clear 
but overcast the sea was moderate. 
The Ticonderoga was 10 or 15 miles 
behind the convoy, having been unable 
to keep up. 

“Tapply said he was in his bunk when 
generai alarm sounded at 5:20 a. m.,, 
and when he reached the bridge it was 
all afire. At this time the whistle 
blew for ‘abandon ship’ and he help- 
ed the paymaster bring aft the. cap- 
tain, who was badly wounded. He 
helped lower the forward boat on the 
port side and two after boats. The 
wireless had been carried away, so no 
messages could be sent out. The guns 
were tiring ali this time. When the 
submarine was sighted it was about 
200 yards off the port bow. The U- 
boat's first two shots hit the bridge, 
setting it afire, and its third shot car- 
ried away one of the Ticonderoga’s 
guns. 

“The submarine submerged for twen- 
ty minutes and reappeared about two 
miles off the starboard quarter, when 
it started to shell the vessel with shrap- 
nel. It next fired a torpedo, which 
struck amidships, bursting the steam 
pipes.

London, October 11.—According to the’

‘when the passenger liner Leinster was 
torpedoed and sunk by a German sub- 
marine. The vessel carried 687 pas- 
sengers and had a crew of about seventy 
men, 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN 

IN LIST OF VICTIMS. 

Dublin, October 11.—uf the 150 wom- 
‘en and chitdren aboard the steamship 
Leinster when she was destroyed by 
a German submarine, only fifteen have 
been accounted for. Several of these 
have died since they were brought to 
port. 

A passenger on board the mail steam- 
er Leinster saw the fatal torpedo ap- 
proaching the ship. 'He informed the 
captain, but the torpedo was so near 
that escape was impossible. The pro- 
jectile struck the side of the boat be- 


tween the forecastle and the compart- 
ment set aside for postal elerks. The 
weather was fine, but the sea was rough 
following a recent storm. 

According to figures reported here 
there were on board 687 passengers and 
a crew of about seventy.

by the first torpedo and in her disabled 
condition was an easy prey, the sub- 
marine fired a second torpedo. This 
missile struck the vessel amidships, en- 
tered the engine room and cdused an 
explosion of the ship’s boilers. 

There was some confusion as the pas- 
sengers tried to enter the boats and 
many persons were thrown into the sea. 
As soon as information regarding the 
Leinster’s plight reached Kingston tugs 
and destroyers to the number of fifteen 
hastened to the place. ~ 

Survivors say that the submarine 
fired the two torpedoes without warn- 
ing from a range of about 150 yards. 
Details of the lost and saved have not 
been obtained. : 

Captain Birch, the Leinster’s com- 
mander, was among the lost. It is 
Known that two stewardes®es were 
drowned. Fourth Engineer Jones said 
that if the second torpedo had not 
struck the Leinster all on board except 
those who had been directly killed by 
the first torpedo probably would have 
been saved, as there was plenty of time 
to launch the boats. 

The explosion of the second torpedo, 
however, he said, blew the ship up like 
matchwood. Jones saved himself by 
jumping. He was in the water one 
hour and was clinging to a raft when 
rescued by a destroyer. The rescuing 
ships picked up scores of persons from 
the water where they were still cling- 
ing to upturned boats, rafts and broken 
timbers. The survivors were brought 
to Kingstown, All were in a desperate 
state as a result of their hours’ ex- 
posure in the rough sea. 

A number of bodies also were landed. 

Wreckage Fell on Deck. 

A member of the crew said the ex- 
plosion of the second torpedo blew the 
funnels to pieces. Some of the wreck- 


age fell on the deck and killed several 
persons. A majority of the passengers

Francis Osborn, judge of the high 
court of the Sudan, one of the passen- 
gers, said he saw the first torpedo ap- 
proaching. When it struck the ship 
the vessel began to settle by the head. 
He went over the side and slid down a 
rope as others had done, and entered 
a boat. While the lifeboat was tossing 
close to the ship the second torpedo 
was fired.’ 

The Leinster was the fifth channel 
boat sunk by submarines. 

Captain H. R. Cone, in charge of the 
American naval airship service, was 
among the passengers of the steamship 
Leinster which was sunk by a German 
submarine. Captain Cone is suffering 
from a broken leg. : 

He is progressing favorably at the 
Castle hospital. Two other American 


survivors, T. T. Denny, of Gardiner, 
Mass., and Frank A: Martin, have ar- 


; rived here. 


Other Americans on the Leinster who 
escaped were J. M. Rafferty, D. J. Mur- 
phy, G. We Russel and Dwier 
and —. Hogan. All these are be- 
ing cared for at the soldiers’ war ho- 
tel. The fate of another American, 
John A. Rose, has not been learned. 

Three American Baptist ministers, 
Truette, Hoyt and Francis, and a Mr. 
Shields, of Toronto, had booked passage 
on the Leinster, but owing to the bad 
weather had been unable to leave Cork 
in time.
